T h e New Hampshire savings banks have 
Jately invested $23,300,000 in Western Jojins. 
Though the population of New Hampshire 
fá only 34£,PP1, there are 144,834 depositors 
in these banks, or ipore than two fifths of all 
the people, mep, womeu find children. Of 
these depositors 129,034, or considerably over 
one-third, have more than $1,000 each to 
their credit. New Hampshire is a manufac­ 
turing state, and has very little good soil for 
agricultural purposes. Thia universal pros­ 
perity would not be possible if free trade and 
European wages prevailed.

Mrs. H. M. Orle and daughter won a 
place among Johnstown’s heroines. They 
had charge of the telegraph office, and sent 
the news of the coming of the flood to the 
towns below. When the waters began to 
rise around the building they removed the 
wires to the upper story and continued their 
work. Mrs. Ogle kuew Jjer danger, for she 
stopped duty by adding the words to the 
closing message: “ This is my last dispatch.’^ 
Before this message was read in Pittsburg the 
building had been swept »w*y and mother 
and daughter were drowned. Mgs. Ogle, 
who was the widow of a soldier, had been in 
charge of the Johnstown office for twenty- 
five years, and was one of the mosf efficient 
managers in the telegraph service. 


As the waters subside in Conemaugh Val 
ley the scenes of desolation are appalling. It 
is estimated that from 10,000 to 14,000 are 
lost. Disease is threatened by the putrefying 
flesh and poisoned water. Lynchings for rob­ 
bing the dead are of frequent occurrence. 
To-day’s tidiugs follow: 
AT JOHNSTOWN TO-DAY. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
J ohnstow n, Pa., June 4.—The sky is still 
overcast with heavy clouds. Nearly 2,000 
men are employed in the different parts of 
the valley clearing up the ruins, and prose­ 
cuting diligent search for the undiscovered 
dead. Their investigations are not without 
fruitful results, for the bodies of the dead 
and charred victims of flood anti lire are dis­ 
covered witli undiminished frequency. It 
becomes hourly more and more apparent that 
not a single vestige will ever be recognized 
of hundreds that were roasted in the flames 
above the bridge. Mr. Mnxharn. iron manu­ 
facturer. is acting as Mayor of Johnstown. 
Although for days without sleep, he still 
sticks 
to 
bis 
post. 
Hundreds of 
others 
are like him. 
Men 
fall 
to 
the earth from sheer fatigue. There 
are mauy who have uot closed an eye iu sleep 
since they awoke Friday morning. Men and 
horses are now greatly needed. Bodies are 
being recovered that have been robbed tty 
ghouls. Registers arc being opened and nil 
survivors are requested to register their names 
in order to give information of their safety lo 
inquiring friends. Post offices were opened 
in Kernville and the Fourth Ward of Johns­ 
town to-day. The first mail got in at 9:30 
this morning and was enormous. The Cham­ 
ber of • Commerce has made arrangements 
with the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to trans­ 
fer passengers from Johnstown to Pitts­ 
burg frte~ of charge. A train packed 
full 
that 
it 
was 
impossible 
to obtain standing room on tbe platform left 
last night. The passengers -were mostly 
children and women. The faces at the win­ 
dows expressed nothing but relief as the train 
drew out from the ill-fated city. Every 
moment now the body of some poor victim 
is taken from the debris. The scenes at the 
morgues and the hospitals are beyond powers 
of description. Nearly 2,000 bodies have been 
recovered and as the work of examining 
the wreckage progresses the conviction is 
streiigtbcQed tbut from 7,000 to 10,000 peo­ 
ple lost their lives. At 11 o'clock the first 
relief train, beating thousands of pounds of 
provisions for the suffering, and 2,000 coffins 
for the dead passed over Johnstown bridge 
across tlie improvised trestle aud track up 
tbe incline to the Johnstown depot. 
Twenty-five registry offices for the living 
were opened this morning. Up to noon 
9,000 out of 34,000 were registered. 
Crowds of strangers anxiously watched the 
wreck this morning from the railroad bridge, 
and as far up the River on both sides as the 
eye could reach. At Johnstown proper the 
rescuers continue to bring in bodies by the 
hundreds. 
'The following additional dead have been 
identified : Mrs. Hurry R. Smith, wife of the 
Cashier of the Johnstown Company, and an 
infaut; Adolph Nathan,proprietor Johnstown 
Company’s store; Oliver Ackers, Harry P.

Michael Roenseu, an Irishman, tells a won­ 
derful story of his escape. lie was walking 
down Main street when he heard a rumbling 
noise, and looking around he imagined it was 
u cloud, hut in a minute the water was upon 
him. líe floated w ith the tide for some time, 
when he was struck with some floating tim­ 
ber and borne uuderneath the water. When 
lie came uplie was struck again, and at last 
he was caught by a lightning rod and held 
there for over two hours, when he was 
finally rescued. 
Mrs. Ann Williams was sitting sewing 
when the flood came on. She heard some 
people cryiug, and juuqied out ot the win­ 
dow and succeeded iu getting on the roof of 
an adjoining house. Under the roof she 
heard the cries of men and women, and saw 
two men aud a woman with their heads just 
above the water crying: “ For God’s sake 
either kill us outright or rescue us.” Mrs. 
Williams cried for help for the drowning 
people, hut none came, and she saw them 
give up one by oDe. 
James P. McCana^h had a terrible experi­ 
ence in the water. He saw his wife was safe 
on land, and believed bis only daughter, a 
girl aged about 21, was also saved, but just as 
he was making for the shore lie saw her anil 
went to rescue her. He'succeeded in gelling 
within about 10 feet of land, when the girl 
said: “ Good-bye, father,” aud expired in his 
arms before be reached die shore. 
From under the larsrtf brick school-house 
124 liodies were taken last night and to-day. 
A numtier of bodies have been found with 
bullct-holes iu them, show ing conclusively 
that, in their nmddeniug fright, suicide was 
resorted to hy many. 
L ew istow n J unction, Pa., June 4.—The 
town of Lewistown has been cut off fiom the 
rest of the world since Friday. Tbe w aters 
rose nine feet higher than in 1847. Eight 
river bridges, railroad and county, were 
swept away. There is but one open railroad 
lu re. Southward the line is a wreck. The 
highways of the town areeovcred with debris 
10 feet high and many of its population are 
sheltered and fed in the Court lluu*e. It is 
impossible to estimate the loss to property. 
No lives were lost. 
P h ila d elph ia, June 4.—Superintendent 
Pettit, of the Pennsylvania Railroad, made 
his way to the edge of the City of Lock Ha­ 
ven at 9:30 this forenoon.

All the houses had from six to 
40 feet of water in them, and the mud is still 
remaining in the streets and houses.

In Estrecho de Rientes, Spain, in April, 
1802, there was a catastrophe similar to that 
at Johnstown, whereby 600 lives were lost 
and $7,000,000 of property destroyed. At 
Sheffield, Eng., on March 11, 1864, the Dale 
Dyke embankment gave way and flooded 
Sheffield aud the country for 13 or 14 milys 
around. 
AIkiuI 250 lives were losi and prop- 
rty valui d at over $1,600.000 was destroyed. 
This is the incident made famous by Charles 
Reade in “ Put Yourself in His Place.” The 
flood scene from the novel was reprinted in 
yesterday’s liecord. In the Alill River [Mass.] 
disaster on Mav 16, 1874, when the village of 
Haydcnville, Mass., was almost swept off the 
face of the earth, 140 per sops w e re drowned. 
As at Johnstown, the immediate cause of the 
catastrophe was the breaking of a dam. A 
guard had beeu watching the dam, and 
about 8 o’clock in the morning it was dis­ 
covered that an enormous leak had developed 
out a small one. The guard started to give 
warning, but the reservoir broke away and 
the water from a pOml 114 acres in area came 
down like a wall, carrying away nearly the 
hole village. Several other towns on the 
Connecticut River were inundated. Over 
300 families were rendered homeless, and 
$1,000,000 worth of property in dams, dwel­ 
lings, ..factories, etc., was lost. Roads and 
bridges were damaged to the extent of $200,- 
000. At Lytide Brook, near Worcester, ou 
Alarch 30, 1870, 30 feet of the reservoir wall, 
which had been leaking, gave away, and over 
600,000,000 gallons of water were emptied 
iuto the vallev. Only one life was lost, but 
property was damaged to the extent of nearly 
$ 1,000,000. On March 27, 1877, I he Stufford- 
ville reservoir on ttie east branch of tbe Wi 1 - 
liuiantic River gave away, and a torrent of 
water rushed down the valley at the rate of 
5 miles an hour, destroying mill dams and 
railroad bridges in its course. The people 
were warned hy a man on horseback, who 
kept ahead of the flood, and ¡ It exeept two of 
tbe residents of the valley escaped. The loss 
of property on this occasion exceeded $1.000 - 
000. By the bursting of the Huron mill 
dam, near Houghton, Mich., on January 2. 
1884, six lives were lost; those of CharlesE. 
Raymond, hank teller, his son and servant, 
anti Howard Raymond, of the'AUouez mine, 
wife aud son. Tbe money lost was not 
great. A similar disaster near Efts! Ley, 
litigó., C»o Apfil 33, Ü8*<i, destroyed nine 
livis, and tho damage to mill property, 
private dwellings and roads and bridges ex 
ceeded $150,000.

STILL IN THE 'SHADOW OF DEATH. 


The tales of horror and death by the floods 
are yet unfinished. At Johnstow n the delude 
has passed tty, and the first duty, that of re­ 
covering , identifying and burying the dead, 
is now proceeding . 
Up to last nig ht one 
thousand bodies were taken from the sand 
and wreckag e uear Keruville, a suburb of 
the city, and of these about (500 were recog ­ 
nized. Among them were John S. Buchanan. 
Superintendent of the Cam bria Iron W orks, 
Charles F. Butler, T reasurer of the same 
com pany, Ilev. Father Dillon, Chief of P o­ 
lice H arris and fam ily, H arry G. Rose, D is­ 
trict Attorney, E ditor C. T. Schubert, Rev. 
Mr. W arner and three daug hters, Rev. Dr. 
W ag ner, wife and three children. The death 
list shows a g reatly preponderating propor­ 
tion of women and children. 
Now that the fate of Johnstow n is known, 
anxiety is excited in reg ard to Lock Haven, a 
thriv ing city of 12,000 people on the W est 
Branch of the Susq uehanna and the county 
seat of Clinton county. 
Nothing has been 
heard 
from there since 9 o’clock Friday 
nig ht, when news came that a g reat lum ber 
boom had been sw ept away and the city sub­ 
merg ed. 
Lock Haven is at the junction of 
the W est Branch and Bald Eag le rivers, and 
is surrounded on three sides by m ountains 
and hig h hills, down which pour larg e and 
rapid streams. 
It is not sing ular, perhaps, 
that teleg raph com m unication has been cut 
off, for the W est Branch is a roaring torrent 
on both sides of the city, and the broken 
wires m ust wait for repair till the flood sub­ 
sides. 
No causes exist for a repetition of the 
Johnstow n calam ity at Lock Haven. 
At W illiam sport yesterday a bridg e was 
swept into the aw ful current while about 
eig hty people stood upon it watching the 
stream. 
These people were all lost with one 
or two possible exceptions. 
All along the 
W est Branch the tow ns are subm erg ed, and 
the ruin w roug ht will count up into the m il­ 
lions. 
As at Johnstow n, the entire loss of 
life will probably never be known. 
Now comes the horrible apprehension at 
Johnstow n of a pestilence. 
The bodies that 
loving hands would fain lay away tenderly 
for their last sleep have beg un to fester and 
decay, and the air is full of the sickening 
odor. 
The g reat pyre of ruins under which 
are buried hundreds if not thousands was 
still burning yesterday, and the authorities, 
backed by the best medical advice, decided 
that the fire m ust uot be exting uished. Those 
who perished there will of course never l>e 
known. 
Friends will only know after many 
days have passed and they do not return that 
they are am ong the dead. 
But fire will do 
very little to reduce the dang er. 
The bodies 
of hum an being s and of dom estic animals are 
eng ulfed tog ether beneath the surface. 
It 
will req uire energ etic w ork to prevent a pes­ 
tilence from breaking out and spreading 
down the entire valley of theConem aug h and 
Alleg heny to P ittsburg . 
Money is being g athered up by the h un­ 
dred thousand for the sufferers. 
Ag ain the 
g reat Am erican nation puts its hand into the 
sym pathetic pocket. 
This g enerosity cannot 
soothe sorrow or q uiet terror, but it makes 
life possible to those who escaped. 
This 
q uick and g enerous g iv ing is an American 
trait of character, which has not its counter 
part anyw here else on the g lobe. 
And the 
m oney is so carefully and honestly g uarded 
that it always reaches its destination and ac 
eomplishes the purpose intended. 


H O W O N E T H IE F ' E SC A P E D . 


T houg h Michael J. Bourke is a Dem ocrat 
of hig h standing , the Brooklyn Ea g le reg rets 
that he was not indicted for embezzlement by 
the present King s county g rand jury. Bourke 
was the special tax collector of the tw enty 
sixth ward of Brooklyn. 
He collected $26, 
000 from the tax payers of that ward, and 
should have handed it over to Supervisor 
W atson of the w ard, but did not. 
If W at 
son had received the money, it w ould have 
been his duty to pass it immediately into the 
County T reasurer’s office. 
The money has 
not been paid because Bourke sq uandered it 
in politics, in priv ate speculation and in dis 
sipation. 
And yet the g rand jury, evidently 
packed w ith Dem ocrats for the purpose, re 
fused to indict him . 
The defense, or excuse, appears to have 
been 
furnished 
by 
Supervisor 
W atson 
himself. 
He testified that Bourke had ten 
dered to him , in words, the am ount of 
money for which he bad defaulted. 
W atson 
did not see the m oney, and could not know 
w hether Bourke had it or not. B ut he oblig 
ing ly refused to accept it until a balance had 
been struck on the books. 
It did not, appar 
ently, occur to him that the sum of money 
tendered w ould hav e balanced the books, or 
that they could not be balanced until this 
money was received. 
T he knowledg e that 
Bourke 
had 
said 
to 
W atson that 
he 
was 
ready 
to 
pay, but 
didn’t 
pay 
because the collusion w ith W atson w orked 
more to his satisfaction, was enoug h for that 
g rand 
jury, and 
B ourke escapes prison. 
And the county finds a deficiency of $26,- 
000 which the tax payers m ust m ake g ood. 
In other words, it costs these tax payers $52, 
000 to g et $26,000 into the Treasury. 
If any surprise was caused last fall at see­ 
ing K ing s county Dem ocrats tum bling over 
each other to g et into the Republican camp, 
it finds an explanation in the exposure of 
such rascality as this. 
T here seems to be a 
g rand conspiracy between a few leading 
Dem ocrats and the g rand jury to ruin the 
Dem ocratic party in King s. Bourke, thoug h 
a thief, is doing g ood m issionary work for 
the Republican party and reform. 


F R E E T R A D E S T IL L A T T H E F R O N T . 


Of ev en more sig nificance than the oppo­ 
sition to Gov . Hill of the St. Louis and other 
Western papers is the selection of Carlos 
French as the Connecticut representativ e on 
the Democratic National Committee in place 
of W. H. Barnum, deceased. 
Mr. Barnum’s 
larg e manufacturing interests made him a 
protectionist, and his support of Clev eland 
during the lute canv ass was lukewarm to say 
the least. 
When the question of choosing 
his successor came up. the issue was made 
squarely on the tariff, and the one who 
fav ored protection was rejected. 
Mr. French 
v oted for the Mills bill in the fiftieth Con­ 
g ress, and g av e himself ov er entirely to the 


free trade prog ram. 
But when his district 
prepared to make a nomination for the fifty - 
first Cong ress, he stepped aside, 
He was not 


in sym pathy with the interests of his con­ 
stituents and dared not trust them. 
W . L. 
W ilcox, a protectionist Democrat, was nomi­ 
nated to succeed him , and was elected, but 
instead 
of 
the 
m ajority 
of 
1,328" 
which 
French 
received 
in 
1886, 
the 
district 
went 
Dem ocratic by 
only 
789. 
Wilcox is the only Dem ocrat elected 
by Connecticut, ag ainst three in the last Con- 
g iess. 
In the first district, to save himself in 
which Robert J. Vance caused the duty on 
wood screws to be replaced, the people voted 
by 813 m ajority that Vance m ust stay at 
home, whereas they had g iven him 446 m a­ 
jority two years before. 
And in the fourth 
district, where Miles G rang er was elected by 
321 m ajority tw o years before, Fred. Miles, 
Republican, came to the front with a m ajor­ 
ity of 26. 
The proud Democratic m ajority 
of 1,417 in Connecticut on Cong ress iu 1886 
was chang ed to one of 964 for the Republi­ 
cans in 1888, thoug h the Dem ocrats manag ed 
to save the state to Cleveland by the beg g arly 
plurality of 336, and an actual minority of 
4,138. 
The lesson of reverse and defeat has been 
lost upon the Connecticut Bourbons, for they 
have taken their orders from the men who 
an* nursing the Cleveland boom for 1892. 
Connecticut Democracy anrtounces that it is 
g oing to take the Mills bill for its platform 
and Cleveland for its leader, in spite of the 
rapid decline of the party in that state.

In the South this dearth of friendship 
for our Governor is “eq ually manifest.

defeated candidate in the history of the coun­ 
try has been able, w ith so small a show of 
dem onstrativeness, to keep his held upon his 
party as Cleveland is doing . 
It is the most 
astonishing political phenomenon ot the post- 
bellum period. 
W e do not undertake to ac­ 
count for it, but sim ply note the fact. 
The 
election of French means that Connecticut, 
one of the two small N orthern States that 
stand in the Dem ocratic column, is for 
Cleveland and his platform , Mills bill and all.

STILL IN THE SHADOW OF DEATH. 


The tales of horror and death by the floods 
are yet unfinished. At Johnstown the delude 
has passed by, and the first duty, that of re­ 
covering, identifying and burying the dead, 
is now proceeding. 
Up to last night one 
thousand bodies were taken from the sand 
and wreckage near Kernville, a subuib of 
the city, and of these aliout GOO were recog­ 
nized. Among them were John S. Buc hanan, 
Superintendent of the Cumbria Iron Works, 
Charles F. Butler, Treasurer of the same 
company, Rev. Father Dillon, Chief of Po­ 
lice Harris and family, Harry’ G. Rose, Dis­ 
trict Attorney, Editor C. T. Schubert, Rev. 
Mr. Warner and three daughters, Rev. Dr. 
Wagner, wife aud three children. The death 
list shows a greatly preponderating propor­ 
tion of women and children. 
Now that the fate of Johnstown is known, 
anxiety is excited in regard to Lock Haven, a 
thriving city of 12,000 people on the West 
Branch of the Suscjuchaonn and the county 
seat of Clinton county. 
Nothing has beeu 
heard from there since 9 o'clock Friday 
night, when news cnme that a great lutnlier 
boom had beeu swept away and the city sub­ 
merged. 
Lock Haven is at the junction of 
the West Branch and Bald Eagle rivers, and 
is surrounded on three sides by mountains 
aud high hills, down which pour large and 
rapid streams. 
It is not singular, perhaps, 
that teh graph communication has been cut 
off. for the West Branch is a roaring torrent 
on both sides of the city, and the brok’ ii 
w ires must wait for repair till the flood sub 
sides. 
No causes exist for a repetition of the 
Johnstown calamity at Lock Haven. 
At Williamsport yesterday a bridge was 
swept into the awful current while aliout 
eighty people stood upon it watching the 
stream. 
These people were all lost with one 
or two possible exceptions. 
All along the 
West Branch the towns are submerged, and 
the ruin wrought will count up into the mil­ 
lions. 
As at Johnstown, the entire loss of 
life will probably never be known. 
Now comes the horrible apprehension at 
Johnstown of a pestilence. 
The bodies that 
loving hands would fain lay away tenderly 
for their last sleep have begun to fester and 
decay, nod the air is full of the sickening 
odor. 
The great pyre of ruins under which 
are buried hundreds if not thousands was 
still burning yesterday, and the authorities, 
bat ke<l by the l>est medical advice, decided 
that the fire must uot lie extinguished. Those 
who perished there will of course never lie 
known. 
Friends will only know after many 
days have passed and they do uot return that 
they are among the dead. 
But fire will do 
very little to reduce the danger. 
The bodies 
of human livings and of domestic animals are 
engulfed together beneath the surface. 
It 
will require energetic work to prevent a pes­ 
tilence from breaking out and spreading 
down the entire valley of the Conemaugh and 
Allegheny to Pittsburg 
Money is being gathered up by the hun­ 
dred thousand for the sufferers. 
Again the 
irreal American nation puts its hand into the 
sympathetic [locket. 
This generosity cannot 
soothe sorrow or quiet terror, but it makes 
life [lossible to those who escaped. 
This 
quick and generous giving is an American 
trait of character, which has not its counter 
part anywhere else on the globe. 
And the 
money is so carefully and honestly guarded 
that it always reaches its destination and ac 
complishca the pur|iose intended. 


HOW ONE T H IE F ESCAPED. 


Though Michael J. Bourke is a Democrat 
of high standing, the Brooklyn Eagle regrets 
that he was not indicted foremliezzlement by 
the present Kings county grand jury. Bourke 
was the special tax collector of the twenty 
sixth ward of Brooklyn. 
Ile collected $26, 
OOO from the tax payers of that ward, and 
should have handed it over to Supervisor 
Watson of the ward, but did not. 
If Wat 
son had received the money, it would have 
been his duty to doss it immediately into the 
County Treasurer’s office. 
The money has 
not been paid because Bourke squandered it 
in politics, in private speculation and in dis 
sipation. 
And yet the grand jury, evidently 
packed with Democrats for the purpose, re 
fused to indict him. 
The defense, or excuse, appears to have 
been 
furnished 
by 
Supervisor 
Watson 
himself. 
Ile testified that Bourke had ten 
dcred to him, in words, the amount of 
money for which he bad defaulted. 
Watson 
did uot see the money, and could not know 
whether Bourke had it or not. But be oblig 
ingly refused to accept it until a balance had 
been struck on the books. 
It did not, appar 
fatly, occur to bim that the sum of money 
tendered would have balanced the books, or 
that they could not be balanced until this 
money was received. 
The knowledge that 
Bourke 
had 
said to 
Watson that he 
was 
ready 
to 
pay, but 
didn't 
pay 
because the collusion with Watson worked 
more to bis satisfaction, was enough for that 
grand 
Jury, and Bourke escapes prison. 
And the county finds a deficiency of $26,- 
000 which the tax-payers must make good 
In other words, it costs these tax payers $52,- 
000 to get $26,000 into the Treasury. 
If so y surprise was caused last fall at see­ 
ing Kings county Democrats tumbling over 
each other to get into the Republican camp, 
it finds an explanation in the exposure of 
such rascality as this. 
There seems to be a 
grand conspiracy between a few leading 
Democrats and the grand jury to ruin the 
Democratic party in Kings. Bourke, though 
a thief, is doing good missionary work for 
the Republican party and reform. 


F R E E TR A D E S T IL L A l TU E FRONT. 


Of even more significance than the oppo­ 
sition to Gov. Hill of the Bt. Louis and other 
Western papers is the selection of Carlos 
French as the Connecticut representative on 
the Democratic National Committee in place 
of W. H. Barnum, deceased. 
Mr. Barnum’* 
large manufacturing interests made him a 
protectionist, and his support of Cleveland 
during the late canvass was lukewarm to say 
the least. 
When the question of choosing 
his successor came up. the issue was made 
squarely on the tariff, and the one who 
favored protection was rejected. 
Mr. French 
voted for the Mills bill iu the fiftieth Con­ 
gress, and gave himself over entirely to the 
free trade program. 
But when his district 
prepared to make a nomination for the fifty- 
flrst Congress, be stepped aside. 
He wa* not 


in sympaihy with the interests of his con­ 
stituents and dared not trust them. 
W. L. 
Wilcox, a protectionist Democrat, was nomi­ 
nated to succeed bim, and was elected, but 
instead 
of 
the 
majority 
of 
1,828' 
which 
French 
received 
in 
1886, 
the 
district 
went 
Democratic by only 
789. 
Wilcox is the only Democrat elected 
by Connecticut, against throe in the last Con­ 
gress. 
In the first district, to save himself in 
which Robert J. Vance caused the duty on 
wood screws to be replaced, the people voted 
by 813 majority that Vance must stay at 
homo, whereas they had given him 446 ma­ 
jority two years liefore. 
And in the fourth 
district, where Miles Granger was elected by 
321 majority two years before, Fred. Miles, 
Republican, came to the front with a major­ 
ity of 26. 
The proud Democratic majority 
of 1,417 in Connecticut on Congress iu 1886 
was changed to one of 964 for the Republi­ 
cans in 1888, though the Democrats managed 
to save the state to Cleveland by the beggarly 
plurality of 336, and an actual minority of 
4,138. 
The lesson of reverse and defeat hts beeu 
lost upon the Connecticut Bourbons, for they 
have taken their orders from the men who 
are nursing the Cleveland boom for 1892. 
Connecticut Democracy announces that it is 
going to take the Mills bill for its platform 
aud Cleveland for its leader, in spite of the 
rapid decline of the party in that *tnte. 
This 
means that Hill bas no grip upon the Eau, 
where his strength is to come from if lie ex 
peels to contest the leadership with Cleve­ 
land. 
In the South this dearth of friendship 
for our Governor is^equally manifest. 
No 
defeated candidate in the history of the coun­ 
try has been able, with so small a show of 
demonstrativeness, lo keep his hold upon his 
party as Cleveland is doing. 
It is the most 
astonishing political phenomenon ot the post­ 
bellum period. 
We do not undertake to ac­ 
count for it. but simply note the fact. 
The 
election of French means that Connecticut, 
one of the two small Northern States that 
stand in the Democratic column, is for 
« lowland and his platform, Mills bill and all.

STILL IN THE SHADOW OF DEATH. 


The tales of horror and death by the floods 
are yet unfinished. At Johnstown the deluge 
has passed by, and the first duty, that of re­ 
covering, identifying and burying the dead, 
is now proceeding. 
Up to last night one 
thousand bodies were taken from the sand 
and wreckage near Kernville. a suburb of 
the city, and of these about GOO were recog­ 
nized. Among them were John S. Buchanan, 
Superintendent of the Cambria Iron W orks, 
Charles F. Butler, Treasurer of the same 
company, Rev. Father Dillon, Chief of P o­ 
lice Harris and family, H arry G. Rose, Dis­ 
trict Attorney, E ditor C. T. Schubert, Rev. 
Mr. W arner and three daughters. Rev. Dr. 
W agner, wife and three children. T he death 
list shows a greatly preponderating propor­ 
tion of women and children. 
Now that the fate of Johnstown is known, 
anxiety is excited in regard to Lock Haven, a 
thriving city of 12,000 people on the W est 
Branch of the Susquehanna and the eouutv 
seat of Clinton county. 
N othing has been 
heard from there since 9 o'clock Friday 
night, when news came that a great lumlier 
boom had been swept away and the city sub­ 
merged. 
Lock Haven is at the junction of 
the West Branch and Bald Eagle rivers, and 
is surrounded on three sides by m ountains 
and high hills, down which pour large and 
rapid streams. 
It is not singular, perhaps, 
that telegraph communication has been cut 
off, for the W est Branch is a roaring torrent 
on both sides of the city, aud the broken 
wires m ust wait for repair till the flood sub 
sides. 
No causes exist for a repetition of the 
Johnstown calam ity at Lock Haven. 
At W illiam sport yesterday a bridge was 
swept into the awful current while about 
eighty people stood upon it w atching the 
stream. 
These people were all lost w ith one 
or two possible exceptions. 
All along the 
W est Branch the towns are submerged, and 
the ruin wrought will count up into the mil­ 
lions. 
As at Johnstown, the entire loss of 
life will probably never be known. 
Now comes the horrible apprehension at 
Johnstow n of a pestilence. 
The bodies that 
loving hands would fain lay away tenderly 
for their last sleep have begun to fester and 
decay, and the air is full of the sickening 
odor. 
The great pyre of ruins under which 
are buried hundreds if not thousands was 
still burning yesterday, and the authorities, 
backed by the best medical advice, decided 
that the fire m ust not be extinguished. Those 
who perished there will of course never lie 
known. 
Friends will only know after many 
days have passed and they do not return that 
they are am ong the dead. 
But fire will do 
very little to reduce the danger. 
T he bodies 
of hum an beings and of domestic animals are 
engulfed together beneath the surface. 
It 
will require energetic work to prevent a pes­ 
tilence from breaking out and spreading 
down the entire valley of theConem nugh and 
Allegheny to Pittsburg. 
Money is being gathered up by the hun­ 
dred thousand for the sufferers. 
Again the 
great American nation puts its hand into the 
sym pathetic pocket. 
This generosity cannot 
soothe sorrow or quiet terror, but it makes 
life possible to those who escaped. 
This 
quick and generous giving is an American 
trait of character, which has not its counter­ 
part anywhere else on the globe. 
And the 
money is so carefully and honestly guarded 
that it always reaches its destination and ac­ 
complishes the purpose intended.

The proud Democratic majority 
of 1,417 in Connecticut on Congress iu 1886 
was changed to one of 964 for the Republi­ 
cans in 1888, though the Democrats managed 
to save the state to Cleveland by the beggarly 
plurality of 336, and an actual minority of 
4,138. 
The lesson of reverse and defeat has been 
lost upon the Connecticut Bourbons, for they 
have taken their orders from the men who 
are nursing the Cleveland boom for 1892. 
Connecticut Democracy andounces that it is 
going to take the Mills bill for its platform 
und Cleveland for its leader, in spite of the 
rapid decline of the party in that state. 
This 
means that Hill has no grip upon the East, 
where his strength is to come from if he ex­ 
pects to contest the leadership with Cleve­ 
land. 
In the South this dearth of friendship 
for our Governor is “equally manifest. 
No 
defeated candidate in the history of the coun­ 
try has been able, with so small a show of 
demonstrativeness, to keep his hold upon his 
party as Cleveland is doing. 
It is the most 
astonishing political phenomenon ot the post- 
bellum period. 
We do not undertake to ac­ 
count for it, but simply note the fact. 
The 
election of French means that Connecticut, 
one of the two small N orthern States that 
stand in the Democratic column, is for 
Cleveland and his platform , Mills bill and all.

Frederick Law Olmsted, landscape archi­ 
tect, and J. B. Harrison, Secretary of the 
American Forestry Congress, who were se­

lanted portion of the Park has been serious- 
J damaged by neglect to use the axe freely 
as the trees increased in size. 
The proposed constitutional amendment 
providing for new State Senatorial districts 
in Connecticut, which has been favorably re­ 
ported upon by the Legislative Committee on 
Constitutional Amendments, provides that 
after January. 1895, the Senate shall consist 
of not less thau 85 nor more than 51 m em ­ 
bers. and that the Legislature of 1893 shall 
divide the State iuto the requisite num ber of 
districts, each district to elect one Senalor. 
It provides, also, that no parts of counties 
shall he joined to other counties to form a 
district: that towns shall be divided when the 
population renders it necessary; 
that no 
county shall have less than two districts 
wholly within its limits; and that the dis­ 
tricts shall continue until the session of the 
General Assembly next after tbe completion 
of the next census of the United States.

The will states that the 
testatrix was the widow of W illiam M. De­ 
Puy. 
It provides for the paym ent of her 
debts and directs that a tombstone be erected 
over Iter grave. 
A namesake,Sarah Cornelius 
Davis, daughter of Moses S. Davis, is giveu 
silverware, bedding, etc. 
Elizabeth Davis, 
wife of Moses S. Davis, is giveu moueys de­ 
posited in the Ulster County Savings Institu­ 
tion, and all the rest of the estate.

In speaking of the disastrous flood in the 
Coneinaugh 
River Valley. 
Pennsylvania, 
Robert Flemming, of this City, said to-day: 
“ I witnessed the ravages of a flood in China 
In 1856. 
The w ater in a river there over­ 
flowed from incessant rains and destroyed a 
whole city. 
Four thousand people, it*is es­ 
tim ated, were drowned. 
W hen the water 
receded people clinging to branches of trees, 
others with their hands sticking about an 
inch out of the water, and women with chil 
dren in their arms, were found. 
One w ho 
lias witnessed such a flood can easily imagine 
the condition of affairs in the Coneinaugh 
River V alley.” 


A fee of 25 cents is allowed clergymen 
who report marriages, and also physicians 
who report births and deaths to the City 
Clerk.
